HEALTH  services 


(l)  HOSPITAL  SERVICES 


The  Northwich  Rural  District,  apart  from  Tarporley,  lies  within  the 
Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board’s  area,  whose  offices  are  at  Cheetwood 
R«ad,  Manchester,  8,  Telephone  number  -  Deansgate  6441,  Tarporley  being 
within  the  Liverpool  Regienal  Hospital  Board’s  area  whose  offices  are  at 
Pearl  Assurance  House,  55  Castle  Street,  Liverpool,  2,  Telephone  number  - 
Central  8464. 

(2)  laboratory  facilities 

Arrangements  have  now  been  made  for  Northwich  Rural  Water,  Ice-cream 
and  Milk  samples  taken  by  the  Health  Department,  to  be  submitted  for 
examination  at  the  Chester  Public  Health  Laboratory,  instead  of  as  previously 
t#  the  Manchester  Service.  Because  of  traffic  conditions  this  new  arrangement 
is  less  wasteful  of  the  Inspectors'  time,  the  mileage  covered  being  much  the 
same . 

(3)  AMBULANCE  service 


The  ambulance  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  and,  since 
December,  I960,  this  service  has  been  centrally  controlled.  Radio  control 
of  the  ambulance  service  was  instituted  by  the  County  Council  when  the 
responsibility  was  transferred  from  the  Mid-Cheshire  Divisional  Health 
Committee  t^  the  Central  County  Ambulance  Committee.  All  999  calls  made 
by  members  of  the  public  are  immediately  connected  with  the  central  control 
at  County  Hall,  Chester,  and  by  the  use  of  two-way  radio  telephone  such 
emergencies  can  be  quickly  and  effectively  covered.  The  arrangement  for 
non-urgent  calls  is  that  the  patient  #r  general  practitioner  should  ring 
the  Northwich  Depot  -  Telephone  number:  Northwich  5990.

SECTION  III 
NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS.  1948-1951 


Section  47 


Under  this  Section  when  persons  (a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in 
insanitary  conditions,  and  (b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are 
not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention,  the  local 
authority  may  apply  to  a  court  of  summary  jurisdiction  for  an  Order  to 
remove  the  person  to  a  suitable  place. 

Section  50 


Under  this  Section  the  District  Council  has  the  duty  to  arrange  for 
the  burial  of  any  person  who  has  died  in  their  area,  if  no  suitable 
arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body  are  being  made. 


It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  either  of  these  Sections 
during  the  year.

In  addition  to  the  B.C.G.  protection  against  tuberculosis  as  carried 
out  at  the  local  Chest  Clinic  on  actual  contacts  to  cases  of  tuberculosis 
and  the  vaccination  of  new-born  babies  at  some  maternity  hospitals  in 
Manchester,  the  parents  of  school  children  of  the  12  -  13  years  age  group 
in  the  area  are  offered  this  form  of  protective  treatment.  The  response 
to  date  on  the  part  of  the  parents  to  take  advantage  of  this  protection 
for  their  children  has  been  good.

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WATER  supplies 

There  has  been  no  significant  new  distribution  works  carried  out 
by  the  Water  Board  except  for  a  few  small  extensions  to  provide  for  new 
housing  development.  The  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  both 
in  quality  and  quantity.  It  is  not  liable  to  have  a  plumb o-solvent 
action.  Details  of  the  number  of  dwellings  and  population  supplied 
with  mains  water,  either  direct  or  by  means  of  a  standpipe,  are  included 
in  the  Appendix  attached  to  the  Report. 

The  Water  Board  has  sent  for  information  copies  «f  the  Analyst's 
reports  on  93  samples  #f  water  taken  in  the  Northwich  Rural  District. 

All  #f  them  were  satisfactory. 

In  addition,  the  Public  Health  Department  took  33  samples  of  water 
during  the  year  and  submitted  them  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  All 
proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Private  Supplies 

Pour  samples  were  taken  from  a  private  spring  (at  the  request  of  the 
owner)  within  the  curtilage  of  cottages  at  Ceblers  Cross,  Tarporley.  Three 
were  examined  bacteriologically  and  one  chemically  -  all  were  unsatisfactory. 
The  owner  was  investigating  the  possibility  of  taking  Improvement  Grant 
procedure  on  the  cottages,  but  on  being  informed  of  the  unsatisfactory  nature 
of  the  supply,  abandoned  the  scheme. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


3  samples  of  sewage  effluent  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst.  One  from  Quarry  Bank,  Utkinton  during  the  preparation  of  evidence 
for  the  proposed  Council’s  sewage  scheme  and  one  each  from  the  Davenham  and 
Weaverham  Sewage  Works,  taken  at  the  request  of  the  Surveyor  in  connection 
with  details  regarding  the  operation  of  the  Council's  sludge  digestion  plant 
at  Weaverham  Works. 

The  following  statement,  for  which  I  am  indebted  to  Mr,  J.B.  Birtwistle, 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the  Council,  sets  out  in  some  detail  the  main 
drainage  schemes  of  the  Council  during  1961s- 

” Ac ton  -  The  investigation  into  the  scheme  proposed  by  the  Council  was 
carried  out  during  the  year  both  by  the  County  Council  and  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government,  and  preparations  were  made  to  enable  tenders 
to  be  invited  early  in  1962. 

Comberbach  -  The  preparation  of  this  scheme  was  completed  after 
revision,  excluding  part  of  the  adjoining  Runcorn  Rural  area,  and  the  Council 
were  informed  by  the  Ministry  that  a  local  investigation  would  take  place 
early  in  1962. 
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Delamere  -  Western  Area  -  This  is  to  be  a  joint  scheme  with  the  Tarvin 
Rural  Council,  the  sewers  to  be  connected  to  the  sewers  to  be  laid  in  Kelsall. 
The  scheme  was  submitted  to  the  County  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  and  the  Council  were  informed  that  a  local  inquiry  would 
be  held  early  in  1962. 

Lach  Dennis  -  Ministry  approval  to  this  scheme  was  received  and  the  work 
was  proceeded  with  during  the  course  of  the  year  and  will  be  completed  early 
in  1962. 

Little  Budworth  -  Work  proceeded  with  the  preparation  of  this  scheme 
which  will  involve  the  construction  of  a  new  sewage  disposal  works  down  stream 
from  the  Pool,  and  early  in  1962  this  scheme  will  be  submitted  to  the  County 
Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Sproston  -  Provision  of  a  sewerage  system  for  Sproston  Green  and 
extension  to  the  works  built  to  serve  the  small  group  of  Council  Houses 
was  prepared  and  it  will  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  early  in  1962. 

Hartford  -  Detailed  investigation  of  present  and  future  requirements 
for  sewage  disposal  improvements  at  Hartford  were  proceeded  with  and  site 
investigation  works  carried  out.  A  scheme  will  be  submitted  for  consid¬ 
eration  by  the  Council  early  in  1962. 

Utkinton  -  Quarry  Bank  area  -  The  Council  agreed  to  extend  the  sewerage 
system  in  the  Quarry  Bank  area  and  to  extend  the  sewage  disposal  works  to 
deal  with  the  additional  flow.  Ministry  approval  was  received  and  the  work 
will  be  proceeded  with  early  in  1962. 

Utkinton  -  Cotebrook  area  -  It  has  not  been  possible  to  proceed  further 
with  the  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  to  deal  with  the  properties  in  the 
Eaton  Lane,  Alvanley  Arms  area.  It  is  hoped  to  do  something  further  with 
the  preparation  of  this  scheme  in  1962. 

CLOSET  CONVERSIONS  -  Public  Health  Act  1936,  Section  47  (iv) 

Three  grants  were  paid  during  the  year  for  the  conversion  of  pail  closets 
to  a  water  carriage  system,  the  grant  being  half  the  reasonable  cost  involved. 
All  the  premises  in  Anderton  to  which  the  sewer  was  made  available  have  now 
been  converted,  with  t>ie  exception  of  one  house. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICES 


A  scheme  of  incentive  bonus  payment  to  employees  was  introduced  during 
the  year  to  those  men  working  on  the  inner  ring  of  urbanised  parishes.  'The 
area  concerned  was  divided  into  three  rounds  and  every  property  noted.  The 
premises  on  each  driver’s  round  were  numbered  consecutively  on  a  schedule. 
From  this  each  driver  makes  exact  daily  returns  of  the  premises  dealt  with. 
A  normal  day’s  work  of  360  premises  was  laid  down  for  each  vehicle  and  for 
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the  first  160  in  excess  of  that  number  2d  per  premise  is  paid  to  the  gang 
of  4  men  concerned.  On  all  premises  in  excess  of  this  number  bonus  is 
paid  3d.  per  premise.  Since  the  introduction  of  this  scheme  a  definite 
improvement  has  been  made  in  the  frequency  of  collection  and  it  is  hoped 
in  the  near  future  to  extend  the  scheme  to  cover  all  districts.

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DESTRUCTION  OF  RATS  AFP  MICE 

The  Council’s  Rodent  Operative  has  been  fully  employed  throughout 
the  area  on  the  work  of  rodent  control  and  has  carried  out,  after 
inspection,  the  treatment  of  581  premises  involving  some  750  operational 
visits.  The  visits  to  household  premises  have  been  on  a  free  service 
basis.  The  treatment  of  business  premises  has  been  carried  out  under 
the  terms  of  Contracts  between  the  Council  and  the  Occupiers,  the  total 
income  of  which  amounted  to  £591.  This  shows  an  increase  of  £295  over 
the  previous  year.  At  the  same  time  Clearance  work  on  a  time  and  labour 
basis  was  executed  to  the  value  of  £57.  The  Operative,  under  the 
supervision  of  one  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  also  carried  out  the 
bi-annual  10 °/o  test  baiting  of  the  sewers.  This  involved  the  baiting  of 
427  manholes  and  the  sewage  works  and  showed  that  most  of  the  sewers  were 
free  from  infestation.  Where  necessary  the  test  baiting  was  followed 
up  by  treatment.  The  permanent  baiting  points  established  on  the  Council’s 
tips  also  received  regular  attention. 


SWIMMING  BATHS  A ND  POOLS

Further  joint  meetings  have  been  held  on  site  with  a  view  to  improving 
the  sanitary  accommodation  for  the  whole  of  the  Circuit  and  plans  have  been 
submitted  for  the  conversion  of  an  existing  building  to  ladies  and  gentlemens 
toilets. 

MEAT 


The  appointed  Day  under  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1956,  was  1st  January, 
1961,  and  by  that  date  the  five  slaughterhouses  within  the  Councils  area  had 
been  brought  up  to  the  required  standard. 

All  meat  slaughtered  in  the  five  registered  premises  is  inspected  by 
your  Inspectors  and  1,063  visits  were  paid  to  the  slaughterhouses  for  this 
purpose.  A  total  of  19,244  carcases  were  inspected  and  6,344  lbs.  of  meat 
were  condemned. 

The  disposal  of  this  condemned  meat  continues  to  be  the  subject  of 
close  supervision.  It  is  removed  by  either  Smich  Bros,  of  Hyde  or  Warburtons 
of  Altrincham  for  processing  as  fertilizers  or  bone-meal.

MILK 


On  1st  October,  I960,  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations  eame 
into  force. 

The  effect  of  these  regulations  was  to  transfer  to  the  County  Council 
the  licensing  of  dealers  for  the  sale  cf  ’’Designated  Milks”,  but  the 
responsibility  for  registration  remained  that  of  the  local  Authority. 

The  County  Council  now  sample  the  milk  sold  by  dealers  in  order  to 
justify  the  licence  issued,  and  the  Local  Authority  is  notified  of  the  results. 

There  are  33  premises  registered  by  this  Authority  under  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Regulations.
